the banker. 


Dr. W. L. Gordon, of 
Washbuiii, 


dressed the man's wounds, and the 
injured -an was brought to this city 
for treatment. 
An examination dis- 


closed several bad cuts on the head, 
a large gash on the left leg and in- 
juries to the left hip. Internal injur- 
ies are feared. 


Tells Story «f the Accident. 


In room 317, on the third floor of 


the hospital, Cashier Johnson late 
this coining told his version of the 
accident up to the time that he was 
struck. What happened after that he 
had no recollection.

Johnson stated that it was shortly 


after 7 o'clock when the accident hap- 
pened, that the car which struck him 
was driven by Fie* Kek, who was tak- 
ing a former by the name bf Fred Jes- 
8er.jwhpji.tes 14 miles north of Wash- 
burn, to hia, home.

Tne auto can,e from the west 
and I was walking east. It made a 
sharp turd at the corner in order to 
go up the hill What happened after 
that I don't recollect."

A great —»ny witnesses were ox- 


aiiiined. John Maier, a brother, who 
had been suspected of the crime, when 
subjected to a severe gruelling exam- 
ination by Assistant State's Attorney 
H. L. Berry, gave clear and unques- 
tionable answers which left no doubt 
in the niinds of the jury that he was 
innocent of the crime. 


Two Bullets Caused Death. 


The post-mortem examination estab- 


lished the fact that two bullets caused 
death, that they entered the chest 
over he heart, one passing out of his 
side and arm and the other severing 
several ribs and lodging in the intes- 
tines. The clothing was powder burn- 
ed as was the flesh around the wound. 
showing that he had held the rifle in 
a perpendicular position and against 
his chest at the time of firing the first 
shot, the other shot undoubtedly be- 
ing fired after he bad fallen to the 
ground. 


Letter Motive for Deed. 


As a motive for the deed, a letter 


was found In his pocket from his be- 
trothed, Miss Rebecca Henke, which 
had most likely been 
received 
the 


night before the deed was committed 
and which stated that she did not love 
him any niore, that she would rather 
kill herself than live with him and 
that she loved another and returned 
to hi.n a set of furs he had recently 
given her. 
, 


Write Letter in Fit of Jealousy. 
Upon being sho*ii the letter, she 


admitted having written it in_a fit of 
jealously caused by having learned 
that he said he had written a former 
sweetheart but that she wrote it in 
tending to bring him post haste to 
her feet as a similar letter did on an 
other occasion. She Insisted the let 
ter had nothing to do with his death 
and that he had been murdered, that 
be must have known she had not in 
tended to break their engagement or 
.she would have returned his ring and 
that had he not been murdered he 
would have come to her at once. No 
evidence was produced showing any 
intimacy. 


Girl in Case 19 Years Old. 


It is supposed now that grief over 


the loss of his sweetheart, who is 19 
years old and beautiful, caused him 
to commit suicide In a fit of despond 
ency. He was building a bungalow in 
Beulah and expected to take his bride 
there shortly. Prospects of an early 
niarriage evidently were shattered by 
the letter written in a jealous rago 
by his sweetheart.

Industrial Development 


In its efforts to advance the indus- 


trial development of Bismarck, the 
club has interested during the year 
a score of enterprises of various kinds. 
A majority have been found, on invest- 
igation, to be stock-selling proposi- 
tions with no "ierit. One or two were 
found worthy and in these the club is 
still interested. One of the new enter- 
prises located through the activities 
of the club early in the year is the 
Johnson Sales stables, which is mak- 
ing Bisn.arck a center for pure-bred 
cattle and horacs. The club is still 
in communication .with a manufactur- 
er of textile fabrics employing thirty 
people at an average Wage of $450 the 
week, who is ready to corue to Bis- 
marck as soon as he can find a suit- 
able building, already erected- 
Tne 


same is true of a tannery, which would 
bring here seven families. A manu- 
facture of corrugated iron culverts 
and other specialties has been im- 
pressed through the club with the ad- 
vantages of a location in Bismarck. 


One of the most important projects 


entertained during the year was the 
location here by prominent eastern 
capitalists of a mill for the manufac- 
ture of paper pulp from wheat, oats 
and flax straw. The club is still in 
correspondence with these parties, who 
will give Bisn.arck the preference 
when they are ready to build. 


Need of Industrial Incubator

P. Spies dropped on the Durant farm 
on the mottling of the 7th was a do- 
mesticate bird, that he was appropri- 
ating Durant'a property and that when 
the defendant shot be aimed at a tire 
on the auto, with the purpose of stop- 
ping the inachine in order to get the 
number, were the highlights in the 
opening statement or Attorney Reg- 
ister fpr the defense in .the Durant 
case, shortly Before .nooTTtotfay. 


At 11:30 o'clock, States Attorney 


Berndt announced that the state rest- 
ed following, a recalling to the wlness 
stand of the state's chief witness, J. 
P. Spies. Attorney Register 
then 


opened for the defense. W. Hough- 
ton, a carpenter, living near the Du- 
rant far™, was the first witness for 
the defense. H« testified that Durant 
had told Spies not to shoot the chick- 
en and not to pick it up after it was 
shot, it is very, possible that the de- 
fense will complete its introduction 
of testimony soo-e time 
tomorrow. 


About five more witnesses are to be 
called, it was said this noon. 
F. H. Durant, farmer, who went on 


trial In the district court of Burleigh 
county late yesterday for assault with 
a dangerous weapon with intent to 
kill J. P. Spies, Bismarck traveling 
luan, on the opening day of the season 
when the latter 
dropped a prairie 


chicken on the Durant farm, leaned 
'over his counsel's table late in the af- 
ternoon and closely examined the bul- 
let taken from the base of bis victim's 
brain. 


The bullet was produced by Dr. M. 


W. Roan of Bismarck, one of the four 
witnpxcfis called by the state. 
After 


Hn examination by Attorneys F-. H. 
Register and S. B. Ellsworth for the 
d-fonse it was accepted and marked 
"Exhibit C." 
The character of the 


wound as learned from the diagnosis 
performed the morning of the tragedy 
was minutely explained by the physi- 
cian to the jurors. He said the bullet 
had passed through the Inner and out- 
er portion of the right ear, broke a par- 
ticular portion of the temporal bone of 
the head and lodged at the base of the 
brain. He stated that Dr. Fisher took 
an x-ray, that the operation was per- 
fbi mod the same ii'Orning and "the for- 
eign substance extricated." 


Objects to X-ray Photographs. 


It was during the direct examination 


of Dr. Roan that he produced two neg- 
atives of the X-ray taken which the 
state asked to be accepted as Kxhiblts 
."D" and "E" but objection was' raised 
by Attorney Register for the defense 
on the grounds that the plates "tend to 
show ntflhtojs but what had -already 
'been s'tate'di"' The objection was sus- 
tained, the' court adding also that the 
plate were delicate and apt to be dam- 
aged if ndt handled properly in the 
courtroom. 


Two More Objections Sustained. 
When State's Attorney

sought to draw but from the witness 
that the character of the wound was 
such as to produce death and to which 
the objection was sustained, and again 
angling at this point, only asking if in 
his opinion-it^ "was such-as to-likely, 
cause death" and having an objection 
again sustained by the court, the pros- 
ecution declared tn the defense "take 
the witness," who then went under the 
cross-examination substantiating In 
every Way nfe testimony given in the 
direct.

tember, last, he left Bismarck early 
in the Hioriiing with Spies, had been 
to Wild Rice for the morning shoot- 
ing and were reluming toward Bis- 
marck.
